THEY WE11E THROWS OUT. 


As a great deal of interest just 


now centers around tho Sontli Car- 
olina Legislature, it TV ill not be out 
of place to inquire into tlie reasons 
that induced the reducing board in 
that State to single out tlie coun- 
ties of Edgefield and Lanrens, and 
refuse to count the votes in these, 
when charges of Democratic 
frauds 


in other counties were ns strongly 
rondo and fully supported. It ap- 
pears that in each county in the 
State three canvassers of election 
were appointed prior to the election, 
two Bspublieans and one Democrat. 
In Edgefleld and 
Lauren s coun- 


ties, both of which are strongly Re- 
publican, tho Democratic rifle-clubs 
assembled on the night of the elec- 
tion, and threatened to kill the tiro 
Republican canvassers, one of -whom 
was forced to fly to save his life. 
This left one Bepublican and one 
Democrat to canvass the vote. The 
rifle-clubs then threatened tho Ke- 
publiuan that if he did noi strictly 
obey orders he would bo taken out 
and"shot. As the canvass proceeded 
republican tickets were taken from 
tho" ballot-boxes 
and Democratic 


tickets substituted. In this way 
the 
canvass 
was 
made 
up, 


changing an actual Republican ma- 
jority 
of 
2,000 
in 
Edgefield 


county to over 3,000 Democratic. 
Tho Ijepublican canvasser was com- 
pelled to sign tlie certificate, but 
subsequently prepared a protest to 
the returning board against the vote 
of his county being counted, notify- 
ing them of the facts. Similar scenes 
occurred in Laurens county, show- 
ing that the matter was pre-arranged 
by"the Hampton rifle clubs. When 
tho returning board came to count 
the votes of these counties, tlie pro- 
tests from the Republican canvas- 
sers were read and the board was 
unanimously of the opinion that as 
one of the two signatures on each 
certificate had been attached under 
duress, it was no certificate under 
the law, which requires tho signa- 
tures of at least two of the three 
canvassers to be annexed, 
reason the board decided that they 
could not count the returns from 
cither county, tho law not having 
been complied with, and accordingly 
they were set aside for the legisla- 
ture to investigate and settle.

The jury in tho cnso of Minerva 


Carlile vs. Daniel Carlisle, of Oak- 
land, which has been on trial for
